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PREFACE 


The Book of Revelation lias been a called mystery 
ever since it was written thousands of years ago. In 
fact one of the Entities in this book is called, 
"Mystorv". The Book of Revelation was never part 
ot the liturgy and seldom read out loud in churches 
throughout the ages. Early on it was explained away 
as something concerning church history as related to 
times past. But the Book of Revelation has taken on a 
"born again" experience, if you will, in modern 
times. In fact numerous movies have been made 
featuring die various subjects found in the Book of 
Revelation. As I was translating the Greek text of the 
Book of Revelation, one thing drew my attention, and 
that was the many Endues in the book. These four 
hundred plus Endues are scattered throughout the 
Book of Revelation, and many occur in various places 
without an easy correlauon. To keep the idendties of 
these Entities straight one would have to have a very 
good memory. Then the thought occurred to me on 
why not codify each Entity with the passages that are 
relevant to just that Entity Thus in this book, Entities 
of the Book of Revelation, you will see all of the major 
Endues listed in columnar structures, beginning with 
die English name, and followed with the Greek 
equivalent word along with the AB-Strong number, 
which links to The Apostolic Bible Polyglot text, The 
English-Greek Index of The Apostolic Bible Polyglot, 
The Lexical Concordance of The Apostolic Bible 
Polyglot, and The Analytical Lexicon of The 
Apostolic Bible Polyglot. With this linkage one is 
enabled to do in depth word studies of the scriptures. 
Listed below the Entity name and Greek word is every 
verse in the Book of Revelation that contains the 
Endtv word along with its location in the text. In 
addition, relevant passages from the Greek Old 
Testament, called the Septuagint - abbreviated LXX, 
will also appear to give further insight on the Entity. 
Then at the bottom of the structure you will find 
editor's notes with helpful insight on the subjects. 
This book is not an expository on how the Book of 
Revelation applies to current or future events, but it is 
j a tool to help expositors apply the things in the 


Entities to their Bible studies, academic works, and 
sermons. The Entity word can be found in the 
English-Greek Index of The Apostolic Bible Polyglot, 
and the Greek word can be found in the Lexical 
Concordance of The Apostolic Bible Polyglot by- 
searching with the .AB-Strong numbers. .All of these 
works are published in electronic and print format by 
The Apostolic Press. At the end of this book are five 
indexes which list the names of the Entities and 
location in this book, the verses quoted from the 
Apostolic Bible Polyglot in the Book of Revelation, 
the verses quoted from the Septuagint, the AB-Strong 
numbers used in this book and the AB-Strong 
numbers of words which appear in the Book of 
Revelation, but not in this book. With these types of 
helps one is given a complete tool set to do in-depth 
word studies of not only the Book of Revelation, but 
of the entire Bible. Perhaps with such a study you will 
be further enlightened in your search, and will also be 
supplied with knowledge of how the entities in the 
Book of Revelation apply to your life and times. 

It must also be mentioned that a few English words 
of the verses quoted in this book differ from the words 
which appear in the Apostolic Bible Polyglot text. 
These word changes will appear in a future third 
edition of The Apostolic Bible Polyglot.

THE APOSTOLIC BIBLE POLYTLOT 

All of the Bible quotations in this book are taken 
from the Apostolic Bible Polyglot, a Greek-English 
interlinear Bible translated by Charles Van der Pool, 
the author of this book, first published in 1996 in an 
electronic PDF format. The Apostolic Bible Polyglot 
is a Greek Old and New Testament interlinear Bible 
with the Greek text being on the middle line, the 
literal English translation being below the Greek word 
on a lower line, and the AB-Strong number being on 
the line above the Greek. The .AB-Strong numbers 
corresponds to The Lexical Concordance of The 
Apostolic Bible Polyglot and the English-Greek Index 
of The Apostolic Bible Polyglot found in the back of 
the printed edition of the Bible. 

For hundreds of years the English speaking world 
has had an English vernacular only Bible based on the 
Greek New Testament and Hebrew Old Testament, 
called the King James Version. But the writers of the 
New Testament all wrote their works in Greek, as far 
as we know, and when they quoted the Old 
Testament, they didn't quote the Hebrew text, but 
instead quoted the Greek scriptures; or they 

translated the Hebrew scriptures themselves into 
Greek while they were compiling the text. So it 
behooves us to study the Greek words of both 
testaments to better understand what the scriptures 
are saying. The Greek Old Testament, called the 
Septuagint (LXX), was a translation possibly done by 
rabbis hundreds of years before Christ. The 

importance of these scriptures at the time of Christ 
can be seen in the Mishna, a Jewish work written 
around the time of Christ, containing the sayings and 
teachings of the Rabbis. In Danby's translation of the 
Mishna, in Megillah 1.8, Rabban Simeon b. Gamaliel 
says, "The books, too, they have only permitted to be 
written in Greek." The passages which appear in this 
book are direedy quoted from The Apostolic Bible 
Polyglot English line, which lies underneath the Greek 
line. With an Apostolic Bible Polyglot one can look 
up the quotations given in this book and see the 
parent Greek words, and then do a study of these 


Greek words using various auxiliary works such as 
the lexical concordance, English-Greek index and 
analytical lexicon, all numerically coded to the AB- 
Strong numbering system. 

WHO WAS JOHN? 

Before we study how the Book of Revelation, 
called the Apocalypse, was accepted as scripture and 
received by the early church, let us put our attention 
towards the person of John the writer of the book. It 
might be a surprise to some, that the John who walked 
the byways with our Lord and leaned against his 
chest, is considered by some to NOT be the same as 
the John of the Apocalypse. The Apocalypse begins 
by mentioning that a certain John happened to be on 
the island called Patmos on account of the word of 
God, and the testimony of Jesus Christ. John calls 
himself a bondman in the Lord, and in Revelation 
22:9 he is called a prophet. The Prophet John, as we 
shall address him, never mentions having met Jesus, 
nor having walked with him, nor does he mention 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, who was put in the care of 
the Apostle John at the crucifixion. The age of the 
Prophet John is not mentioned, nor any particulars 
about his person. There were five people in the New 
Testament named John. The first John was the one 
immersing, i.e. John the Baptist. The second John was 
the apostle, the brother of James, who walked with 
the Lord, and is considered by many to be the author 
of the Gospel of John, and assumed by many to be 
the author of the Book of Revelation. The third John, 
mentioned in Acts 4:6, was a kinsman of the high 
priest, and one of the rulers who examined Peter and 
the Apostle John. The fourth was John Mark, more 
often just called Mark, a cousin of Barnabas, a friend 
of Peter, a traveling companion of Paul, and the 
author of the Book of Mark. The fifth was the 
Prophet John who called himself a “bondman,” and 
“brother,” and “partner.” So how are we to know 
today who the John of the Apocalypse is...the apostle 
or the prophet, and does it matter. As far as if it 
matters I will leave that up to the reader, but to know 
about this John we can go back to the “Ecclesiastical 
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History” written by Eusebius in the 4th century. The 
quotations cited are from the the Harvard University 
Press, Loeb Classical Library edition of Eusebius the 
Ecclesiastical History, having the left page (verso) written 
in Greek and the right page (recto) in English. The 
Loeb Greek text is broken down into book, chapter 
and passage. In 3:14:17,18 a discussion takes place on 
who wrote the Book of the Apocalypse. Tradition 
and early references on the subject accept that the 
Apostle John wrote the Gospel of John, the three 
epistles of John, and the Apocalypse. Then in 3:15:2 
the Apocalypse is mentioned as an accepted book, 
called "Omologoumenes." In 4:18:8 a certain Justin 
claims the Apocalypse is clearly the work of John the 
Apostle. In 5:18:14 a certain Apollonius relates how 
the Apostle John healed people in Ephesus, which 
would place the Apostle John near Patmos, where the 
Book of Revelation was written. In 6:25:10 Eusebius 
mentions Origen, an early Bible compiler, who 
accepted the Apostle John’s authorship of the Book of 
Revelation. But in 7:23:2, Eusebius mentions 
Dionysius Bishop of Alexandria, a disciple of Origen, 
and his arguments against the Apostle John's 
authorship. In 7:25:2 - 7:26:3, Dionysius's arguments 
are summarized as follows: 

1. The Apostle John never mentioned his own 
name in the Gospel of John, nor the letters of John, 
whereas the Prophet John does mention his own name 
in the Book of Revelation 

2. The Apostle John never spoke in the first or 
third person, whereas the Prophet John does speak of 
himself in the first person throughout the Apocalypse. 

3. The Apostle John’s title is the “elder,” whereas 
the Prophet John calls himself "bondman" or 
"brother." 

4. The Prophet John never says that he was the 
disciple that Jesus loved, of which the Apostle John 
intimates himself to be. 

5. The Prophet John never mentions eyewitness 
events concerningjesus. 

6. There were other Johns in the Bible and the 
name was common. 


7. The words of the Apocalypse have little to no 
affinity with the words of the Gospel of John. 

8. The Prophet John never mentions having 
written a gospel, letters or a major work. 

9. Dionysius mentions the dissimilarity of the 
Greek of the Gospel with the Greek usage of the 
Apocalypse. 

If the Apostle John is the author of the Apoca¬ 
lypse, then the silence of the Apostle John's experi¬ 
ences with the Lord, which is missing in the Apoca¬ 
lypse, is deafening. But, be that as it may, a John did 
arrive on the island of Patmos. 

LOCATION AND TIME OF REVELATION 

The location of the place where the Book of 
Revelation was written is stated as being on the island 
of Patmos, which lies off the shore of the harbor of 
Miletus in modern day Turkey, in the Aegean sea, 
near Ephesus, and close by the other six cities to 
which John was instructed to write, or to be exact, to 
write to the angels of the assemblies in these cities, all 
of which are mentioned in the first five chapters of 
the Apocalypse. Nowhere does John mention from 
where he came from, just that he was on the island of 
Patmos because of “affliction,” and “kingdom,” and 
“endurance;” and he ends the book with “on account 
of the word of God and on account of the testimonv 
of Jesus Christ.” Was John taken to Patmos in chains, 
and imprisoned, and subjected to ill treatment, as 
tradition tells; or was John directed by the Spirit to go j 
to Patmos for the purpose of writing the Apocalypse: 1 2 3 4 5 6 
The seven assemblies to which John was instructed to , 
write all have a history which is described in 
Revelation, as the letters go into some detail on the 
condition of the assemblies. The first assembly was in ! 
Ephesus, where Paul wrote the Book of 1 Corinthians, 
and is mentioned in the Book of Acts, 1 Corinthians: 
15:32, 1 Timothy 1:3, and Ephesians 1:1. The second' 
and third assemblies of Smyrna and Pergamus are not j; 
mentioned elsewhere in the New Testament. Thyatira jf 
is mentioned in Acts 16:4, but assemblies five and six,jj 
Sardis and Philadelphia, are not mentioned elsewhere.,) 
The seventh assembly, Laodicea, is mentioned in | 
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Colossians 4:13. With these assemblies being well 
established, or for them to be future assemblies, the 
Hook of Revelation was probably the last book of the 
Bible written. 

EARLY CHURCH ACCEPTANCE 

The Apoealypse is almost 100 per cent eschato¬ 
logical ^dealing with end times), and no other book in 
the Bible deals with end times to such an extent 
except for excerpts in the Book of Psalms and the 
books of the Prophets. The Greek word "pucrtEpiov" 
or "Mystery" first appears in the Book of Daniel, 
where Daniel is told that the words were sealed. Even 
in the Apocalypse certain episodes are sealed. In the 
New Testament we are told how that a suffering 
Messiah was foretold in the Old Testament, but was 
not revealed until the fact occurred with the arrival of 
Jesus the Christ. In this book the apocalyptic 
eschatological passages in the Old Testament are 
noted in the individual entities along with their book, 
chapter and verse locadon. 

With the arrival of the Christ, the uncovering 
(apocalypse) of his person was made. But what 
exaedy is the apocalypse of the Book of Revelation 
uncovering? Were the episodes mendoned in the 
Apocalypse something that was to happen 
immediately, or in the future? 

With the early mendon of the Apocalypse or 
apocalyptic vision by Irenaeus, A.D. 180, Clement of 
Mexandria A.D. 155-215 and others, the book found 
an acceptance in the Biblical canon. Eusebius of 
Caesarea, who lived between A.D. 260 - A.D. 340, has 
written about the Apocalypse, as we have mentioned 
previously, and has quoted the writings of Dionysius 
of .Alexandria. A welcome study would be a work on 
the quotations of the passages of the Apocalypse in 
the patrisdc writings, if such has not already been 
done. 

The Book of Revelation contained a great deal of 
text which didn't seem perdnent for the age, and the 
result was that the public reading of the book was 
lax...but nevertheless the book WAS incorporated in 
the canon. The subject of the canon(accepted books) 


of the Bible is beyond the scope of this study, but 
many books are available on this topic. 

ESCHATOLOGICAL INTERPRETATIONS 

IDEALIST belief is that the Book of Revelation is an 
allegory, and does not refer to actual people or events. 
PRETERIST belief is that the events in the Book of 
Revelation occurred during the Apostolic Age unto 
the fall of the Roman Empire. 

HISTORICIST belief is that the events in the Book 
of Revelation have occured, are occuring, and will 
occur in the broad range of history. 
MILLENNIALIST belief is that the events in the 
Book of Revelation happen in a future time or eon. 
AMILLENNLALIST belief is that the millennium has 
already begun and is the same as the current church 
age, and that the Book of Revelation is relevant with 
todays events. 

ULTRADISPENSATIONALIST believe the Book of 
Revelation on the whole is for a time after the Church 
has been removed from the earth, and a revelation of 
the Beast is uncovered. 

JOHN'S 100 EPISODES 

One of the most glaring omissions of the various 
commentaries on the Book of Revelation concern the 
incidents occurring to the author - John. Most 
commentaries focus on the amazing heavenly and the 
fearsome demonic entities; but John was a human 
who saw things no other human saw - as far as 
extent...so let us focus onjohn. The prophet Ezekiel 
was taken up in the spirit to see heavenly things, but 
not to the extent of John. Following are 100 episodes 
in the experience of John mentioned in the Book of 
Revelation, and nothing has been omitted as far as 
what he experienced. A detailed study of what John 
saw and experienced could shed light on the 
happenings of the whole book. The disciples walked 
with Jesus, but lacked understanding until enlightened 
by the Holy Spirit. Many people saw the Lord after 
the resurrection, but not much is mentioned of what 
they saw or heard. Paul had a glimpse of the Lord on 
the road to Damascus, and a vision at a later time. 
But John was taken into the heights of glory, the 
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depths of horror, and the celestial marvel of seeing a 
cube come down from out of heaven as a dwelling 
place for the Holy Ones. Following is a list of 100 
action episodes where John either becomes, turns, 
hears, speaks, is told, falls, etc.; with action words in 
the title line highlighted in italic. 

FROM EARTH 

#1 John the bondman given a revelation 1:1-3 

The revelation of Jesus Christ, which Godgaw: to him 
to show to his bondmen what must take place quickly.

Editor’s Note: The word "Revelation, ” or in transliterated

ing your mother.” In Luke 2:32, in Simeon’s discourse, to 
Mary the mother of Jesus, he says, “a light for an uncover¬ 
ing of nations. ” In Romans 2:5, Paul tells of the “revela¬ 
tion of the righteous judgment.” Paul uses the word "reve¬ 
lation" in thirteen places. I Peter 1:7,13 mentions the 
“revelation of Jesus Christ” in a future time, and in 1 Peter 
4:13 the “revelation of his glory”. 

U 2 John writes to the seven assemblies 1:4-8

But Paul mentions a 
mystery of lawlessness operating but constrained until the 
revelation.
